the picture, too. There is even the 
possibility of sabotage. 
“Among the 15 fires th at I in­ 
vestigated last year wa* one th a t 
either W’as a case of great careless­ 
ness or sabotage. The building was 
fireproof, but a can of water w as 
kept by an emery wheel and some­ 
how that can of water one day be- < 
came a can of oil. 
Nobody knew j 
how it happened. 
But there was 
the can right beside the emery wheel 
and a spark from the wheel set It 
off. 
It knocked out ten sprinkler 
heads and two men could have lost 
their lives. 
We must drum into 
foremen to be especially careful of 
the men they put in any spot th at 
could be dangerous, A careless work -1 
man can cause a terrible fire in a 
building that is as fireproof as it is 
possible to make them .”

Chinese Nationalist Planes

TAIPEH, Form osa, (Pi—-Chinese 
Nationalist ^warplanes today bomb­ 
ed concentration* of Communist 
junks along the China coast, the 
Defense M inistry announced. 
There was no official indication 
whether the Reds were m assing an 
invasion fleet for an attack on 
Quemoy. Some sources pointed out 
that there always are many junks 
along the m ainland coast, 
Quemoy, Nationalist island Just 
off Amoy oppasite Form osa, has 
been under interm ittent Commu­ 
nist artillery attack since Friday, 
when the Reds bombarded it for 
five hours. 
Nationalist planes and warships, 
meanwhile, 
continued 
pounding 
Red a r t i l l e r y batteries within 
range of Quemoy in an effort to 
silence the Communist guns, the 
m inistry announced. 
It was the second consecutive 
dey that warships have shelled 
Amoy, big island base seven miles 
from Quemoy. Other attacks were 
aimed at Wuyu and nearby sm all 
Islands from which the Reds have 
fired at Quemoy. 


There were new exchanges of 
artillery fire between Quemoy’s de­ 
fenders and the Communists in the 
night, the announcement said. 
Called Retaliation 
Lt. Gen, Chang Yi-ting, Nation­

Eisenhower held the door open to­ 
day for Soviet cooperation in a 
new Allied undertaking to spread 
peaceful benefits of atomic energy 
to m any lands.

WASHINGTON (Fi — American 
air power in Europe will be in­ 
creased under a plan announced 
today to rotate tactical Air Force 
units for tem porary tours of duty 
on the Continent.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. UFI — 
The United States put its latest 
cold war brush with Russia before 
the United Nations today. 
The Navy plane was the sixth 
U. S. military aircraft shot down 
by the Soviets either in Europe or 
aver tile Pacific, but this was the 
first time the United States has 
brought such an incident before the 
Security Council. 
U.S. Delegate Henry Cabot Lodge 
Jr . asked for an “early m eeting’’ 
of the Security Council to take up 
the shooting down of a U.S. Navy 
plane off Siberia Saturday by So­ 
viet Jet fighters. 
Lodge returned unexpectedly to 
New York from a holiday at his 
Beverly, Mass., home to make the 
surprise move. He telephoned his 
request for the council 
meeting 
last night to Francisc6 Urrutia of 
Columbia, 
the 
11-nation 
groups 
president for September. 
Letter To Follow 
Aides on the U.S. delegation said 
he would follow up with a formal 
request by letter today. 
In a brief statem ent from his 
delegation headquarters, L o d g e 
said he had asked the council meet­ 
ing “to consider the situation aris­ 
ing 
from 
the 
unprovoked 
at­ 
tack . . . by aircraft of the Soviet 
Union 
over 
I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
waters . . 
Nine of the IO U.S. crewmen j 
aboard the two-engine Neptune pa- j 
trol bomber were rescued unharm­ 
ed after drifting all night on a raft. 
One man, Ens. Roger Henry Reid 
of 
Alameda, 
Calif., 
apparently 
went down with the plane. 
Plane C rashed, Sank 
The survivors said they were on j 
a routine patrol mission well off I 
the Siberian coast when two M I015 
Jet,^ opened fire on them without 
warning. With one wing on fire, : 
the plane crashed and sank in the 
sea. The United States protested 
the attack as “ wanton and unpro­ 
voked’* in a strongly worded note 
to Russia. 
Before its delivery, however, the 
Soviet Foreign Office had handed 
U.S. Ambassador Charles E. Boh- 
len a protest charging that the 
U.S. plane had flown within the ; 
Soviet frontiers and opened fire on 
two Soviet fighters which approach- 1 
ed it. Tile Russian note said the 
Red pilots “ were forced to open 
fire In return.’’

Some Changes In Facts 
However, the United States ap­ 
peared to be seeking time to com­ 
plete its case against the Russians, 
but still anxious to beat the So­ 
viets in the initial punch should 
the Kremlin also decide to take 
the incident to the U N. 
In a second note rejectm g the

completely,

State Department had said, “ At no 
time did the United States Navy 
aircraft open fire on the Soviet air­ 
craft.” 
Brought back to Atsugi,

WANT UNIFORM 


PER CAPITA TAX 


PHILADELPHIA UU — Pennsyl­ 
vania county commissioners have 
recommended that the State Legis­ 
lature act to permit counties to 
impose a uniform per capita tax 
instead of the occupational tax. 
The proposal was presented yes­ 
terday at the opening here of a 
three-day convention of the Penn­ 
sylvania 
State 
Assn. 
of 
County 
Commissioners. It was suggested 
that such a law leave to the coun­ 
ties the option of instituting the 
per capita or head tax or keeping 
the occupational tax. 


Armstrong County Commissioner 
William H. Claypoole of Kittanning 
said the present law puts the bur­ 
den of classifying the taxables on 
the counties. 
It cost Armstrong 
County $15 OOO to collect $37,000 ta 
occupational taxes last year, Clay­ 
poole said, 


Claypoole said later he favored 
a straight one dollar tax. If Arm­ 
strong County could impose this 
type of tax, he said, the county 
would have netted $47,000 from Its 
taxables.
